The youngster 
showed up with a perfect lesson and, 
true to her word, the white-haired 
teacher danced about the room to 
the infinite delight of all the pupils. 

It was Mrs. Bramham 's duty a 
principal to do "the whippin' act' 
for the Virginia Schools, but she 
ruled without much force, and when 
it was resorted to, it was with 
motherly spanks. 

One of the boys who had some ex- 
perience of this kind, in the midst of 
the general gloom of her farewell, 
said: 

"Mis' Bramham, I'm mighty sorry 
you're goin'. I'm 'fraid I'll get a 
teacher worser than you."

with me. In all these years 1 do 

not remember ever to have entered 
the school room that I did not feel 
the inspiration of a bright and sun- 
nier climate. It has been to me n 
blessed privilege to teach for the 
people of Hopkinsville. No such 
loyal and appreciative patronage 
can be found elsewhere. Under 
such circumstances the teacher 
gives to the children of Hopkins- 
ville the best that is in her, and here- 
in lies the success of our splendid 
schools." 

Mr. and Mrs. Bramham left Mon- 
day for Omaha, Neb., where they 
will spend the summer with their 
oldest daughter, Mrs. Berry, of 
Davenport St., Omaha. From 
there they will go to Grand Rapids, 
Wis., where their two unmarried 
sons, Jim and Mason, reside.

HYDRAULIC CEMENT. 



Something about the Con- 
crete of the Ancients. 



The first hydraulic cement known 
to man was Puzuolana cement, dis- 
covered by the Romans. It was first 
used to lay brick and stone in, prob- 
ably because the Puzuolana, which is 
a volcanic scoria found in Puzzuoli, 
near Rome, was a cheaper material 
than sand. The hydraulic property 
of this mortar was evidently soon 
discovered, and a true cement con- 
crete mortar was evidently soon dis- 
covered, and a true cement concrete 
was used by them earlier than 500 
B. C. In the temple of Jupiter, 
Juno and Minerva, built in 509 B. C, 
the remains of large masses of this 
cement are found in good state of 
preservation. 

In the temple of Castor, built in 
496 B. C, this concrete was largely 
used. In the temple of Concord, a 
part of the forum built in 349 B. C, 
lar masses are found. In the 
Paladium, 300 B. C, are massive re- 
mains oi some large cella, nothing 
of which now exists except the con- 
crete core, although it was probably 
lined with marble. 

In 24 B. C. the Pantheon was buiit 
with walls 20 feet thick, and the 
dome covering the central portion, 
142 feet 6 inches in span, was cast in 
concrete, made of pumice stone, 
puzuolana and lime, this dome being 
in one solid mass. The walls and 
dome are still intact. The Colliseum, 
finished in 79 A. D., was almost 
wholly built of concrete. Later 
structures were built by the 
Romans and also by the Moors, as 
many Moorish palaces along the 
Mediteranean bear testimony.

The Oldest Existing Christian Church Russians Receive Chris- 
tianity by Way of Constantinople— Many Sects In Russia j» jt 



Of grpnKst Import wiu the C7.sr'B 
Easter *)ff to bit subjects of freedom 
of worship It la contended by the re- 
actionaries that religious liberty Ims 
always existed In Ruaaia, but It was 
this sort i>f Hbertjr-"eTerybody might 
•nter, but none might leave, the or- 
thodox church." Those that made at- 
tempt to leave were persecuted, have 
been persecuted recently to an extent 
which emphasizes the assertion of the 
historians that no Intolerance Is 
• in.', as religious Intolerance. 

We have a rather more than less 
hasy idea of what Is meant by the Rus- 
sian church, and hazily remember to 
have beard it called by different 
names, the Greek church, the orthodox 
church, tfcf, church of Russia. The 
continued Interest tn things Russian 
s us to seek Information concern- 
ing the religion that has such strong 
hold on the great Russian empire. We 
learn that It has a wonderful follow 
inf • tn Europe there are 80,000,000 ad- 
herents of the Greek church. (The 
Protestants number less than that.) 
Russia alone has 66.000,000;. next comes 
Roumania. with something like 4,500.- 
000; then Bulgaria and Hungary each 
with 2.50O.OOO; then Greece and Servia 
each with about 2.000,000. In Austria 
the Greek church has a considerable 
following, and also In Turkey.

The holy synod Is a regular depart- 
ment of the government, like the other 
departments must submit all Its de- 
cisions to the czar.

We would empi >*slze that it is er- 
roneous to believe Russia's religious 
Intolerance has meant refusal to allow 
open allegiance to other religions than 
the Greek; It has not been the Russian 
policy to suppress faith of Mohamme<- 
dan, Jew. Buddhist or Protestant; each 
has been permitted to worship after 
Its own fashion, in Its own church. 
But secession from the state church has 
been punished as a crime, has led to 
imprisonment and exile to Siberia. 
No* dissenters are to be allowed to 
carry on propaganda, circulate their 
tenets, establish missions The state 
church is not now to have monopoly of 
mission work. 

For long the priests have been cry- 
ing for more liberty; not Individual

be tenth century made an appeal to 
the Russians; they received the Chris- 
tian religion by way of the r'uuicfi at 
Constantinople. At this time the great 
Catholic church, though preserving a 
certain unity, was divided; one part, 
called the western, the church of 
Rome; the other, the eastern, the 
church of Constantinople. The Rus- 
sians of the tenth century were pa- 
gans, but with minds open for a new 
religion. The church at Constantino- 
ple appealed, to Olga, widow of 1 the 
duke of Kief, and she was baptised. 
When later (988) Vladmir, her grand- 
son, was baptlied, Christianity became 
the religion of .the Russian aristoc- 
racy. 

A writer in the Independent, speak- 
ing of the connection of church and 
state, says: "Russia received Chris- 
tianity In the tenth century from that 
Byzantine church whose patriarchs 
were In partnership more or less base 
with the unattractive emperors of Con- 
stantinople. Until long after the Turks 
over threw the Byzantine empire, the 
Russian church was a mere dependent 
of the patriarch of Constantinople, 
who himself was a dependent upon the 
Turkish sultan. It Is a strange lineage 
for a Christian church which we dis- 
cover in tracing the beginnings of 
Christianity In Russia." 

In 1868 the Russians received a 
patriarch of their own at Moscow, but 
were still dependent upon the patri- 
archate at Constantinople. About 100 
years later Nikon, patriarch of Mos- 
cow, refused to recognize the weak 
patriarch of Constantinople and, 
shocked at the state of his church, 
endeavored to Institute radical re- 
forms. He was too spiritually minded 
for bis age. and was deposed by a gen- 
eral council. But In death his Ideals 
were recognized and honored, and some 
prevailed. 

Peter the Oreat, a czar nut afraid of 
Innovations, and yet afraid of them, 
adopted certain of Nikon's ideas, but 
did away with the office of patriarch of 
Moscow, fearful of what a strong man 
Id that position might do. The patri- 
archate done away with, Peter elected 
trusted men among the bishops and 
archbishops and formed an ecclesias- 
tical commission, the holy synod, 
which should look sfter the doctrine 
and discipline of the church. To-day 
this remains the system of govern- 
ment in the Russian church The ec- 
clesiastical affairs are conducted by 
beads of divisions, eparchau 
Into three classes, each und

the church from bureaucratic organi- 
zation, a restoration of the independ- 
ence it enjoyed before Peter the 
Oreat abolished the patriarchate. In- 
dividual liberty has been granted 
the people, but the czar made re- 
ply to the priests he considered

land of numberless sects, number 
strange sects.' Those queer folks, 
Dukhobors, weVknow a little 
ing. remember their pathet|c coming to 
American shores, the Btrange rites they 
cling to. with' fanatic fervor. With re- 
gard to the large body that holds It- 
self (he tot true orthodox church; the 
sepaVrttlsts Dean Stanley writes: "Un- 
der that form indeed are include* 
many wild sects which probably date 
much farther back than the seven- 
teenth century, relics of ancient heath- 
enism in the uncondned aboriginal 
tribes (and the author speaks of other 
tendencies). The real force, the per- 
manent Interest of Rascollnks (separ- 
atists) lies in the 8,000,000 of souls 
who call themselves Starovers, the old 
believers. 

The Greek church does not differ 
greatly from the Roman Catholic, but 
observes even more forms and ceremo- 
nies. I 'have heard It spoken of as 
possessing more forms and ceremonials 
than any church In existence. Doubt- 
less the glitter and pageantry of the 
Byzantine church had Its powerful at- 
traction for the seml-clvlllsed Olga, 
and doubtless there is much in the 
present ceremonial attractive to the 
Russlsn temperament. Russian 
cburchee, whether In the home land or 
built by Russian emigrants, are speci- 
mens of "the ecclesiastical architec- 
ture of the land of the czars. It Is typi- 
cal of Russia that the forms she bor- 
rows from her neighbors of the Byzan- 
tine empire, who gave the Muscovites 
th«ir first lessons :n Christian civiliza- 
tion, have since satisfied the national 

There are several thousand adher- 
ents of the Greek church in this coun 
try, and In various large manufactur 
Ing centers of tlw east may be seen 
samples of the ecclesiastical archltec- 

The Russian church of St. Nicholas 
New York is an example. It was 
largely built by a contribution from 
the csar, to whose patron saint tae 
church is dedicated.
